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EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 29, Series of2020 

DECLARATION OF COMMUNITY QUARANTINE AND ITS GUIDEUNES 
TO PREVENT LOCAL TRANSMISSION OF COVID-19 IN IUGAN CITY 

WHEREAS. President Rodrigo Roa Duterte issued on March 8, 2020 
Proclamation No. 922 declaring a 'State of Public Health Emergency throughout the 
Philippines; 


WHEREAS, on March 12, 2020, President Rodrigo Roa Duterte declared Metro 
Manila under Community Quarantine effective March 15, 2020 due to the local 
transmission of COVID-19 spreading in the community; 

WHEREAS, due to the Community Quarantine declaration, land, domestic air, 
and domestic sea travel to and from Metro Manila will be suspended starting March 15, 
2020, until April 14 to contain the said local transmission to the community; 

WHEREAS, prior to the declaration of Community Quarantine, a traveler from 
Metro Manila. P40 was confined on March 3. 2020 at Adventist Medical Center (AMC) 
and referred on March 8,2020 to the Northern Mindanao Medical Center (NMMC) found 
to be COVID-19 positive and died on March 13,2020; 

WHEREAS, twenty (20) personnel of the Adventist Medical Center are presently 
quarantined as a result of the circumstances immediately preceding paragraph; 

WHEREAS, there are seven persons Under Investigation (PUI) of Covid 19 and 
they are presently quarantined; 

WHEREAS, Sec. 16 and 17 of RA 7160 or the Local Government Code 
mandates local government officials to provide basic services to include the general 
welfare of constituents; 

WHEREAS, in view of keeping liigan City safe from this emerging illness 
may result to a health disaster among the constituents that will have a domino effect to 

the economy and livelihood of the people, a declaration of Community Quarantine is 
urgently necessary. 

WHEREAS, the Sangguniang Panlungsod Members has authorized the City 
Mayor to declare a State of Calamity and to utilize the Quick Response Fund (QRF) per 
SP Resolutions approved during the SP Special Session on March 13, 2020; 

NOW, THE REFORE, I, CELSO G. REGENCIA, City Mayor of liigan, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare a Community Quarantine in liigan 
City to contain COVID-19 local transmission: 

1. All passengers of incoming public or private vehicles who are residents of liigan 
City who are returning to this city must present a valid government i ssued 
Identification Card such as Voter’s IDs, employees IDs, school IDs and register 
at the checkpoints located at the entry to the City of liigan such as Buru-un, 
Maria Cristina, Dalipuga, Abuno, and Mandulog etc., their names, address, 
contact number, and history of travel; 
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Non-residents coming into lligan City for legitimate and absolutely necessary 
purpose shall present their ID's as mentioned above, register themselves and the 
vehide and/or mode of transportation they use; 

2. Ail passengers of incoming public or private vehicles who are just passing lligan 
City must be accompanied/monitored by marshals of PNP/AFP/SCAA/ until their 
vehicles are out of the boundary through the PNP/Military Checkpoints of lligan 

City; 

3. All passengers with body temperature of 38 degree Celsius or above upon 
screening shall be held temporarily at the checkpoint which shall be reported to 
the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) for further action; 

4 All passengers with travel from abroad and local areas with COV1D-19 cases 
hyaari on their registration information must undergo Home Quarantine for 14 
days and report to the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) if they have flu-like 
symptoms those who refuse to undergo home quarantine shall not be allowed 
entry to lligan City; 

5. All personnel and driver of delivery vehicles shall register their names, address, 
contact number, plate number of their vehide and history of travel; 

6. The City Ordinance on Curfew Hour shall be strictly implemented; 

7. Employees in the private sector and government employees under the Civil 
Service Commission (CSC) shall continue their usual work and are hereby 
required to implement alternative working arrangement to impose social 
distancing between and among employees induding their dients; 

8. AH business establishments shall continue their usual business and may exercise 
flexible schedules aH in accordance with the provisions of this executive order 
except the following which are not allowed to operate: 

(a) swimming pools, (b) cockpits (c) bowling lanes, (d) gyms (e) team sports (f) 
movie houses (0 karaoke (g) beer houses (h) amusement places (i) internet 
cafes (j) bingo and e-games, and the like; 

9. The Local Price Coordinating Council (LPCC) through the Department of Trade 
and Industry (DTI) must monitor regularly the prices and quantities of 
commodities especially the alcohol and hand sanitizer during the Community 
Quarantine period; 

10 All patients from other cities or municipalities are required to seek medical 
intervention at their respective hospital facility; 

11. Senior citizens, persons with disabilities and other vulnerable personalities are 
encouraged to stay at home and/or their residences; 

12. Everyone shall adhere the following health precautionary measures: 

a. Postponement of public activities and mass gathering of any kind 
regardless of size including Church Worship Service and shall be 
monitored by the respective LGU-Barangay Health Emergency Response 
Team (BHERT); 

b. Due to suspension of classes, all students are strictly required to stay 
home; 

c. Practice regular and proper handwashing with soap and running water or 
apply 70% alcohol or hand sanitizer. 

d. Practice social distancing at least 1-1/2 meters from anyone; 

e. Practice cough etiquette by covering mouth during cough or sneezing 
using handkerchief, hand elbow, worn clothes or tissue and dispose of 
tissue properly; 


f. All companies, business establishments, and offices must provide hand 
washing facilities or 70% alcohol/hand sanitizer at their respective 
entrance and must disinfect their area, 

n am transportation companies are mandated to ensure that all passengers 
have passed through proper hand sanitizing measures before they 
embark on the vehicle and all those who refuse should not be allowed to 
board the vehicle. Persons with flu-like symptoms should not be allow to 

board the vehicle 

h All transportation companies must require their passengers to register 
their names, address, and contact numbers upon embarking. This master 
list shall then be tumed-over to the checkpoints of entry in lligan City with 
actual validation of corresponding passenger Identification Card at the 

checkpoints; 

i. Everyone is encouraged to report 24/7 to the Emergency Operations 
Center (EOC). AFP and PNP Hotline Numbers anyone whom they know 
of having come from abroad, Metro Manila or localities with COVID-19 
cases for monitoring of their health conditions based on the guidelines of 
the Department of Health (DOH). The following are the telephone 
numbers which may be used for the purpose;

] All Punong Batangays are directed to conduct profiling of travel history of 
their residents. Those coming Metro Manila shall be listed and reported to 
the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) and to their respective 
Barangay Health Emergency Response Team (BHERT); 

13. Those who will not cooperate as required in Republic Act 9271 or Quarantine Act 
of 2004 Section 4.d shall be penalized under Section 8.of said law with a ‘fine of 
10.000 00 to 50.000 00 or be imprisoned for not more than 1 year or both ’; 

14. The implementing unit of this Executive Order shall be the Joint Task Force 
Kamagong-lligan/AFP/PNP/SCAA/City Mayor’s Task Force on COVID-19; 

15. Pursuant to Section 4 of Proclamation No. 922, all citizens, residents, tourists 
and establishments are urged to act within the bounds of the law and to comply 
with the lawful directives and advisories to be issued by the appropriate 

government agencies to prevent further transmission of the COVID-19 and 
ensure safety and well-being of all;
